The past week developed an easier con
dition of finances, due mainly to the
heavy movement of cotton, bringing about
a more abundant supply of money,, and
falling off in the demand. There lias been
a very light movement in securities, and
no variation in prices. Exchange on all
commercial centers continues ample for
the demand. The Clearinghouse state-

ments showing the daily business of the
banks during the week indicate a decline
in the aggregate as compared with the pre-

vious week, but an excess over the same
week of former years, as follows:

General trade bean the week with no

developments differing materially from the
conditions rulinx at the close of the pre
vious week, when provisions and bread- -

stuffs were lirm, and steadiness prevailing
in all other lines of trade. On Tuesday
the threatened renewal of the rise in the
Mississippi river created some alarm among
the planters, resulting in a check in bnsi-nes- s,

but as the week grew apace those
fears were partially dispelled, and trade
improved correspondingly, the same con.
ditions ruling at tiie close as quoted above-Th-e

cotton market opened the week
with a strong tone and advancing tenden-
cy, which was intensified daily by reports
of similar inlluences governingat Liverpool
and the East. The sales of the week were
largely in excess of the previous week, as
were also the shipments. The falling oil'
in receipt was also marked, which aided
in causing the better condition of the
market. Liverpool spots and futures
closed the week with prices advanced.
New York and New Orleans in hearty
sympathy. Summarizing the week's busi-
ness, the market opened firm, middling
quoted lOJc, the price ruling at the clo3e
the previous week ; advanced Jc each on
Monday and Thursday, and closed with
middling quoted at 10!jc, as the following
comparative tables indicate:
